Thus the prospects of a sharp increase in sales direct to 
ex-soldiers are more or less discounted. On the other 
hand, the American Legion survey indicated that $623,- 
615,793 would be used by veterans to pay off debts.

is the largest single item of expenditure listed on the ex- 
soldier’s slate and it is among the beneficiaries from such 
payments that we may expect the greatest increase in 
automotive sales. Payment of long-overdue debts to 
doctors, grocers, clothiers and so forth will increase the 
purchasing power of these groups materially and open 
new fields for new and used passenger and commercial 
vehicles. It is generally felt that the bonus payment now 
will have much greater stimulating effect on business 
than the payment made during the Hoover administra- 
tion. Payments at that time were swallowed up in the 
maw of a contracting market. Also the payment made 
at that time in many cases represented only about one- 
quarter of the total face value of the veterans’ adjusted 
compensation, whereas today the market is expanding 
and the payments in each case will represent approxi- 
mately half the face value of the original amount due. In 
addition to the bonus payments the national purchasing 
power during the coming summer will be further aug- 
mented by payments to farmers against old AAA con- 
tracts, and these, coupled with continued WPA and relief 
expenditures, should bring the buying power of the 
country close to the levels of 1929.

Output units for the current week, production of 
Takes passenger cars and trucks in the United 
Upswing States and Canada continues to maintain 


the high levels of recent weeks. The esti- 
mated total of 101,688 units for the week ended June 20 
shows a gain of 1,309 units when compared to 100,379, the 
revised total for the previous week which ended June 13. 
Chevrolet, Plymouth, Dodge, Oldsmobile and Pontiac 
shared in this uptrend with increased production for the 
week as did also Buick, Hudson-Terraplane, Studebaker 
and to a lesser extent, Chrysler and De Soto. As pre- 
dicted earlier in the present month, production is being 
keyed to keep pace with the demand for cars from 
dealers and the current gains would indicate that buying 
has grown definitely stronger. The present trend will in 
all likelihood continue throughout June. In the event 
that it does, the output for the remainder of June can be 
set at 141,400 units. By adding this to the production 
total for the year as of June 20 (2,378,355), we get an 
estimated production total of 2,519,755 passenger cars and 
trucks for the first six months of 1936. Last year it took 
the manufacturers until July 25 to reach a production 
mark of 2,500,000 and on this basis the present factory

Strong sales during May in rural areas, 
May which ran relatively ahead of city sales, 
Sales have revised last week’s Polk estimate of 
372,000 355,000 passenger car units. Based on re- 


ports from 110 principal cities, last week’s 
estimate indicated a May total of 355,000 passenger cars. 
At that time state reports were not complete enough for 
a close estimate. This week, however, ADN estimates 
that May books will close with a total of 372,100 units. 
This estimate, based on reports from 23 states, shows an 
unexpected strength for the month’s sales. The April 
estimate has been set at 398,500 units, based on reports 
from all states except Connecticut. With May expected 
to top 372,000, the registration recession which was ex- 
pected to begin in May apparently has been further post- 
poned. It seems that every time a noticeable slack is 
expected something turns up to ward it off. From the 
sales angle, this year seems to be humming along with- 
out any drastic registration cuts likely to appear late in 
the season. Rural areas, as indicated by May reports 
now at hand, are proving to be a further sustaining 
factor. It is apparent that when the year’s tabulation is 
complete the small towns and farm areas are going to 
show up as mighty good customers. Farm benefit pay- 
ments and indications of good crops in most districts are 
considered the underlying reason for the surprising sales 
boost in the rural areas. Only twice in history has the 
May total been above the estimate for this year. In 
1926 the total was 396,504 and in 1929, 454,132. Last year 
May accounted for 293,201 units.

Quarter automobiles and trucks through the current 
Earnings quarter have brightened the earnings out- 
Good look for manufacturers and parts makers 
immeasurably, according to the Wall Street 

Journal. Chrysler and General Motors are expected to 


report largest quarterly profits in their history. Various 
other producers, together with most of the parts and 
equipment makers, will show comfortable gains over the 
first quarter and in many instances over the second 
period of last year. The industry has run through the 


first two months of the current quarter with production 
about 18 per cent ahead of the corresponding months of 


last year, and with prospects good that this rate of gain 
will at least hold for the quarter, the Wall Street Journal 
























says. Such a gain over the very substantial production of 
the second quarter of 1935, when practically all units in 
the automobile manufacturing and parts industry showed 
material sales and profit gains, augurs well for increases 
in earnings for the current quarter which in some cases 
will be sharp. The outlook for the near future continues 
unusually bright, the Wall Street Journal continues, with 
every indication that the sales decline normal for this 
period of the year will be of most modest proportions.
